Astronaut Edward H. White n 
goes to his final resting place 
today in a cemetery of heroes 
high above the Hudson River. 


While the two astronauts who 


died with him Friday in a flash 
fire aboard their Apollo 1 space- 
craft were being buried in Ar- 
lington National Cemetery, Air 
Force Lt. Col. White's body was 
being set to rest in the U.S. Mil- 
itary Academy cemetery in the 
shadows of the swelling foothills 
of the Catskill Mountains. 


Mrs. Lyndon B. Johnson and 


Vice President Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey were to represent their 
saddened countrymen here as 
President Johnson was at the 
gravesides of Air Force Lt. Col, 
Virgil I. Grissom and Navy Lt. 
Cmdr. Roger B. Chaffee. 


White's wife, Patricia, and his 


two children, Edward JU, 13, 
and Bonnie, 10, also were to at- 
tend. 


The cemetery here is not big, 


but it is impressive, There is an 
occasional 
ornate monument, 


but most of the headstones are 
simple. 


To a casual visitor, most of 


the names mean nothing, Others 
stir memories of battles, con- 
quests and achievements of an» 
other day. 


It is between two such head- 


stones that White was to be bur* 
led. 


On one side lies the grave of 


Maj. Gen. William D. Connor, 
36th superintendent of the acad- 
emy. 
On the other side is the 


grave 
of fcfej. Gen. George 


Washington Goethals, builder of 
the Panama CanaJ and governor 
of the Canal Zone from 1914 to 
1916. 


Like J^ite and Connor and 


Goethals, everyone buried at 
the cemetery is a former cadet. 


Wfaen White was graduated in 


1952, he was a soccer and track 
star. When he returned in 1965, 
it was as a national hero: the

Edwin P. Holt Jr. Dodd, Mead", 
$6.95. 


Holt's thesis is that the record 


needs to be set straight on thf 
House of Morgan. History has not 
dealt fairly on many occasions 
with J. Pierpont and other mem- 
bers of the family, he feels, and 
he offers some convincing argu- 


ments, 


"the 
Morgans are not really of 


tne Robber Baron class," writes 
Holt, "the story of the Morgan 
family is very much the story of 
American business success, for 
one cannot say that the Morgans 
earned their huge fortune by ex- 
ploiting natural resources or hu- 
man beings." 


Perhaps not. But the Morgans 


did have their weaknesses, and 
the reader may find himself wish- 
ing that they were treated with 
more objectivity in this other- 
wise 
interesting and 
Well-re- 


searched book. 


The author deals at near-ex- 


haustive 
length with Pierpont 


Morgan's impressive success in 
pulling the Northern Pacific, New 
York Central, Southern and other 


railway systems out of the chaos 
of the Robber Baron days. But a 
harried 
commuter on the New 


Haven will not likely appreciate 
Holt's inclination to treat the 
collapse of this ambitious Mor- 
gan project with a comparative 
shrug. 


Nor does it seem particularly 


objective to write at length of 
Jack Morgan's success in ar- 
ranging financing for the French, 
British and other Allied govern- 
ments in World War I and then to 
kiss off the Morgan promotion of 
tens of millions of dollars in ill- 
fated Russian czarist bonds with 
one sentence. 


Holt's most valuable service 


to the reader, despite some of 
his weaknesses, is to bring the 
entire House of Morgan into some- 


thing akin to historical perspec- 
live, moving Junius (Pierpont's 
father) and Jack (Piefpont's son) 
out of shadow and into the spot- 
light in their own well-earned 
tight. 


Predictably, the d o m i n a n t 


figure in the story is Pierpont 
Morgan, and as much as we see 
of him is fascinating. But the 
author is intent on Morgan the 
public man, leaving the reader 
with occasional and not alto- 
gether satisfactory 
glimpses of 


the inner and private man. 


Balanced 
against the muck- 


rakers' account^ this report on 
the Morgans stands up well, But 
taken solely on its own merits, 
it could be better.

Bill Beaten 
to Cut Auto 
Tax Cost

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas House defeated 57-29 
Monday a bill by Rep. Chadd 
Durrett of Strong that would 
have provided a $3 across-the- 
board reduction in the cost of 
license plates for automobiles 
and pickup trucks. 


Highway Director Ward Good- 


man told the House that Dur- 
rett's bill would cost the High- 
way Department $1.7 million a 
year in revenue and reduce 
state turnback to cities and 
counties by $380,000 each. 


Durrett said the 1965 legisla- 


ture raised the cost of license 
plates too high, and that the 
public was clamoring for relief. 


In other legislative action 


Monday, the Senate approved a 
bill to create a nine-member 
Arkansas 
Turnpike 
Authority 


and confirmed four of Gov. Win- 
throp Rockefeller's state board 
and commission appointments. 


The House and Senate con- 


vened at 1 p.m. today. 


The Turnpike Authority, pro- 


posed in a bill by Sen. Russell 
Elrod of Siloam Springs, would 
have the power to select sites 
and issue revenue fonds for 
construction of toll roads. 


Rep. Marion Crank of Fore- 


man withdrew a similar bill in 
the House after opposition de- 
veloped to some of its provis- 
ions. 


Elrod said the administration 


favored the bill, which grew out 
of western Arkansas' desire for 
a highway from the Missouri 
border to the Louisiana state 
line. 


Bonds' issued by the authori- 


ty would be retired through 
revenue from the tolls and from 
$250,000 in state gasoline tax 
turnback. There would be no 
other obligation on the state. 


When 
bonds were retired, 


revenue from the tolls could be 
used to pay off bonds on other 
turnpike projects, or the turn- 
pike could become part of the 
state's free highway system. 


The 
Senate 
approved 
the 


measure 33-1, with Sen. Morrell 
Gathright casting the only "no" 
vote. Gathright said he feared 
a turnpike in western Arkansas 
would eliminate the possibility 
of extending Interstate 29 from 
Kansas City to New Orleans via 
a central Arkansas route. 


Backers 
of the Elrod bill 


have said the turnpike would be 
constructed to interstate high- 
way standards and could be 
made part of the interstate sys- 
tem if federal funds become 
available in 1972. 


The Senate confirmed the ap- 


pointments of Joe Brooks to the 
board of Arkansas State Col-

The court said Monday it was

WASHINGTON—(N E Av—The automobile 


industry, already reeling from a batch of 
safety standards which would require sub- 
stantial design changes in new cars, appears 
to be in for another blow from—of all things 
—President Johnson's newly declared war 
on crime. 


The big rub for Detroit this time will stem 


from proposals to make automobiles more 
theftproof. 


The report of the National Crime Commis- 


sion, due for release on Feb. 19, will include 
a recommendation to change the ignition 
system to make car stealing more difficult. 


In recent auto theft hearings before the 


Senate Juvenile Delinquency subcommittee, 
three of the four witnesses called for legisla- 
tion to require manufacturers to adopt anti- 
theft devices on new cars. 


Car stealing is the nation's costliest crime 


against property. Losses to the public and 
the Insurance industry are about $500 mil- 
lion a year. 


Final figures for last year are not yet 


available, but it is almost certain that the 
1966 auto theft figure will pass the half- 
million mark. FBI figures for the first nine 
months indicate a 10 per cent jump in the 
number of car thefts from 1965. 


Every year, the auto theft rate increases 


faster than either the number of vehicles 
manufactured or the population. 


Perhaps the most serious aspect of the 


crime is the fact that it's a young man's ball 
game. Offenders under 18 account for 64 
per cent of all car theft arrests; persons 
under 25 are responsible for nearly 90 


cuss further design changes which may not 
even be put into effect. 


But some industry sources privately point 


out that some of the antitheft devices could 
conflict with the safety standards which are 
eventually adopted. 


A steering wheel lock, for example, would 


make the wheel and column more rigid, 
could cause serious knee injuries in a crash. 
Recessed door handles could cause the door 
to spring open from an impact on the op- 
posite side. Armor-plated ignition systems 
could be more likely to short out. 


Other areas e x a m i n e d in the Senate 
hearings: 


• Master keys: A set of four or five keys 


which will open most cars in a particular 
model series (such as the 1963 Chevrolet 
Impala). Master keys are sold via mail order 
by firms which advertise in national mag- 
azines. Some authorities estimate that 15 
per cent of the cars stolen are taken by the 
use of master keys. 


A 14-year-old arrested in New York City- 


had a key ring containing more than 100 
such keys. Police theorized he could unlock 
practically any car in the city, including 
every police vehicle. 


• Unlocked cars. FBI figures indicate that 


more than 40 per cent of the autos stolen 
are left unattended with keys in the ignition. 
The National Auto Theft Bureau estimates 
that approximately 80 per cent of the cars 
stolen are left by the owners with the doors 
unlocked. 


Several 
cities, 
including Chattanooga, 


Dallas and San Francisco, have greatly re- 
duced auto thefts through local "Lock Your 
Car" campaigns. Other communities have 
made it an offense (similar to a parking viola- 
tion) to leave a car unlocked and unattend- 
ed. In these areas, auto thefts have de- 
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cent of the total arrests. Many of them are 
repeaters. 


Though the subcommittee examined many 


proposaU.^or-.r-educing -the crime, its first- 
round of hearings stressed the need for de- 
sign changes in new cars. Further hearings 
will be held in February. 


Among the proposed antitheft devices— 


steering wheel and transmission locks, hood 
locks, armor-plated ignition systems, double 
latches for ventilation window's and recessed 
door handles. 


The industry, currently at odds with the 


National Traffic Safety Agency over 23 safety 
standards for 1968 cars, is reluctant to dis- 


creased by as much as 45 per cent. 


Several antitheft devices have already 


been incorporated by the industry. General 
Motors has modified Chevrolet and Buick 
ignition systems to make it impossible for 
the key to be removed without locking the 
ignition. Ford added a double-edged key, 
making it more difficult for thieves to open 
the lock with a "jiggler" key. 


But to many authorities, these steps are 


not enough. 


The general reaction in Washington is that 


the President's tough cry to curb crime in 
his State of the Union message may have 
scared Detroit more than it did criminals.

usinessmen Take Over Hollywood

HOLLYWOOD—(NBA)— 
The old order ehangelh, but 
seldom has an old otdef 
changeth as radically and 
rapidly as Hollywood has in 
the last 12 months. 


Of the seven major studios, 


five are in some stage or 
corporate reorganization. The 
result is the emergence of a 
new status for Hollywood 
motion picture production and 
a new type of movie execu- 
tive. 


In simplest terms, it all 


boils down to the fact that 
businessmen have superseded 
creative people, by and large. 
Giant c o r p o r a t i o n s have 
bought—or are buying—con- 
trolling interest in two of the 
major studios, a sizable chunk 
of another and rumors are 
flying about two more. 


The main reason for big 


business' c u r r e n t romance 
with movie c o m p a n i e s is 
simple: They are a good in- 
vestment. In 1966 (through 
Dec. 21) Standard & Poor's 
index of industrial stocks de- 
clined 12.2 per cent. Through 
the same period, motion pic- 
ture stocks rose 23.4 per cent. 


This p r o f i t a b l e turn of 


events probably stems from 
television. All of the studios 
have vast libraries of films 
and the networks want them. 
Movies on television are rack- 
ing up big r a t i n g s. These 
libraries represent increasing- 
ly large, nesteggs and the 
sums now being paid for old 
movies are tremendous—CBS 
laid out $52 m i l l i o n for a 
bunch of MGM films, ABC 
bought 17 movies from 20th 
Century-Fox for $19 million— 
as random examples. 


There are other factors be- 


hind the studios' prosperity. 
Hard ticket films—those ex- 
hibited at extra cost for re- 
served seats—are doing well. 
The studios' produ.Jon of 
television series continues to 
be profitable. Most companies 
have divisions which make 
phonograph records and that, 


loo, is a booming business. 


Naturally, the businessmen 
are i n t e r e s t e d . And the 
change is most noticeable at 
the level of studio bosses. 
Virtually gone are the old- 
line studio heads, the show* 
men, the flamboyant and dic- 
tatorial producers. Instead, we 
have a new breed—ex-lawyers, 
ex-accountants, 
ex-business- 


men. 


Taking a look at thestudios: 
COLUMBIA — In October, 


the fianque de Paris et des 
Pays-Bas, a French financial 
institution, bought 20 per cent 
of Columbia's stock. In late 
December, they added another 
17 per cent to their holdings. 
No one around the studio here 
knows what will happen next 
—whether or not the Banque 
will try for actual control- 
but some sort of change ap- 
pears inevitable. 


MGM—A vast proxy fight 


for control of the company is 
under way, with the dissident 
faction headed by Philip J. 
Levin. With his associates—- 
mostly b u s i n e s s m e n like 
Jerome K. Ohrbach of the de- 
partment store clan—Levin 
controls stock that observers 
estimate amounts to around 
15 per cent of MGM's total. 
But almost every day new 
names are added to the list of 
Levin converts, including such 
important Hollywood types as 
William Goetz and Rosalind 
Russell. Showdown on this 
battle will be the company's 
annual meeting in February. 


PARAMOUNT—In October, 


the studio merged with Gulf 
& Western Industries, Inc., a 
large corporation dealing in 
manufacturing, m i n e r a l s , 
cosmetics and 
distribution. 


The new heads of the studio 
here are Bernard Donnenfeld, 
a lawyer, and Robert Evans, 
an actor-businessman.

The feeder pig business can be profitable. Much of the profit 


depends on market prices. Whether prices are high or low, it is 
still necessary to keep costs down, put on the fastest, most eco- 
nomical gains . . . and get more pigs to market earlier. 


Research at the Cyanamid Agricultural Center and on-farm 


experiments across the country with leading hog producers, have 
resulted in a hog profit guide for feeder pig production. 


1. When you buy pigs, select only those that are thrifty'and 


vigorous. Weak animals indicate poor breeding, disease, worms or 
possibly poor nutrition. 


2. See that each pig has received a minimum dose of a recog- 


nized hog cholera serum and a good modified live virus vaccine 
that gives lasting immunity. It prevents hog cholera outbreaks. 


3. Check pigs for lice and mange. If either is present, spray 


with malathion the first day to control these external parasites. 
This job is best done before pigs are unloaded. 


4. Keep newly purchased pigs away from the rest of your herd 


for at least two weeks if possible. Isolate any visibly sick animals. 


5. Newly purchased feeder pigs have been under a good deal 


of stress. Their disease resistance is usually lower after shipment 
and handling. It will pay to put them on feeds containing a com- 
bination antibiotic like Aureo SP 250. This broad-range feed addi- 
tive helps fight disease problems. Research has shown that pigs 
should be put on a feed with Aureo SP 250 for at least 30 days. 
The first weeks after feeder pigs arrive can be the most critical in 
terms of disease problems and stress. 


6. After 30 days, pigs should be put on a feed with Aureomycin 


at a level of 20 grams per ton. Feed manufacturers have developed 
complete starting, feeding and finishing programs that incorporate 
the latest advances in nutrition and disease prevention. 


The result of attention to these research findings on hog man- 


agement, health protection and nutrition will be more profitable 
better doing pigs.
